ST]MMARY

Hayfed LLC dba IJltra4 Racing requested the Washoe County SherifPs Offrce provide

two uniforrred personnel to aid with a general police presence at their scheduled event in
East Sparks on October 17fi,2}$. The agreement provides for reimbursement to the

County for the cost of providing the uniformed personnel.

Washoe County Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, Secure and Healthy
Communities.

PREYIOUS ACTION

No prior actions.

BACKGROT]I[I)

The Washoe County Sheriffs Office was approached by Lucas Oil Director of Security
Joe Ganino to provide uniformed Personnel to assist with this event. While this is not a
Lucas Oiyl-l0 Promotions sponsored event, Hayfed LLC General Manager Eric Pender

Ir ulilizing Mr. Ganino to manage security at the event. Mr. Ganino has managed security

for the Lucas Oil Off-Road Racing Series that have been held at the park for the past four
years. Mr. Pender manages/oversees the Wild West Motorsports Park. This Ukra4
Racing event is in its second year of being hosted at the Wild West Motorsports Park. It
drew approximately 2,000 percons to the event last year and is predicted to draw a similar
crowd this year.
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FISCAL IMPACT

There will be no fiscal impact to Washoe County General Fund. All personnel costs
including benefits and the use of WCSO equipment will be paid by Hayfed LLC.
Reimbursement received will be deposited to account 150200-485129 (Office of the
Sheriff - Salary Reimbursement).

RECOMMENDATION

It is recommended that the Board of County Commissioners approve the Sheriffs
Secnrity Agteement between the Hayfed LLC dba Ulta4 Racing event and the Washoe
County Sheriffls office to provide two uniformed Deputy Sheriffs [costs to be
reimbursed by Hayfed LLC] and other various functions for the period of September 4,
2015 to December 37, 2015 at the Wild West Motorsports Park.

subdivision of the State of Nevad4 the Sheriff of Washoe County (herein, 'SHERIF'F") and

HAYFED LLC. DBA ULTRA 4 RACING (herein, "IILTRA 4").

WJTNESSETH:

WHEREAS, ULTRA 4 desires the services of Deputy Sheriffs and to provide security and

law enforcement at various functions of ULTRA 4 RACE EVENT related to the EYENT

SECURITY; and

WHEREAS, the SIIERIFF desires to allowhis Deputy Sheriffsto voluntarilywork

for ULTRA 4 in their non-duty hours because the provision of trained law-enforcement personnel

for public functions, such as the EVENT SECURITY, serves the public interest; and

WHEREAS, the parties desire to enter into an agreement which allows the WASHOE



COUNTY SHERIFF'S OI'FICE to provide security and law enforcement during functions

conducted by ULTRA 4 and under which ULTRA 4 assurnes the responsibility for reimbursing

WASHOE COUNTY forthe cost of providing necessary Deputy Sheriffs, and Vehicles.

NOW, THEREI'ORE, in consideration of the mutual promises contained herein and for

other good and valuable consideration, it is hereby agreed by and between the parties as follows:

I. DEFII{ITIONS

As used in this Agreement:

A. "Deputy" means a Deputy Sheriff, Sergeant Deputy, Sheriffs Lieutenant Deputy

Sheriffs, and Reserve Deputy Sheriffs.

B. "Sergeant" means a Sergeant Deputy Sheriff.

C. "Lieutenant" means a Lieutenant Deputy Sheriff.

D. ooCommunication Personnel" means any person assigned by Sheriff to provide

communication services.

E. "Security Services" include law enforcement, dispatch and communications services

and services related thereto.

It is expressly recognized by the parties hereto that a sufficient number of deputies, and all

Ievels of supervision must volunteer to perform security services requested by IILTRA 4 before this

Agreement becomes effective, This AGREBMENT shall not become effective and shall not bind

any of the parties hereto in any manner if the SIIERIFF is unable to obtain a sufficient number of

volunteer deputies to perform those security services.

The SIIERItrT shall provide a sufficient number of deputies, sergeants and lieutenants hired

by TILTRA 4 and shall arrange its employment schedules to assure that those deputies are supervised

by an appropriate number of sergeants and lieutenants. The SHERItr'F shall have the sole power to

determine the number of deputies, sergeants and lieutenants, which are "sufficient" and

"appropriate".

It is agreed by the SHERIf,'f'and ULTRA 4 that planned staffing levels will be mutually

agreed upon in writing.

Deputy Sheriff s are not compelled to provide security services for ULTRA 4 performing

EVENT SECURITY by virtue of this AGREEMENT, and any suchperson who provides

services during functions of EVENT SECURITY does so, on a voluntary basis. Deputies

who provide such services shall be considered to be "on duty."

All Lexipol Policies and Procedures of the Sheriffs Office must be followed by Sheriffs

Office personnel (including deputies, sergeants, and lieutenants) providing security services for

ULTRA 4. Violation of those Lexipol Policies or Procedures will subject zuch Sheriffs employees

to disciplinary action by the SIIERIXT'.

All deputies, sergeants, and lieutenants employed pursuant to this Agreement remain subject to

thedirectionand control ofthe SHERIFF and shall utilize thenorural chain ofcommand withinthe

SherifPs Office in the event of problems or questions.

Compensation shall be at a minimum of 2 hours per person and may be pro-rated for each

quarter hour (15 rninutes) for time less than one full hour after that. The SIIERIFI' shall submit an

invoice to ULTRA 4 reflecting nll amoqpts paid to those employees as salary earned during the

provision of such security services. ULTRA 4 shall payall such amounts to the SIIERIFX'promptly

after receiving the invoice.

The COLJNTY shall maintain full coverage underNevada's Worker's Compensation laws

for all personnel providing security services for ULTRA 4. Such coverage shall be effective at all

fimes when those employees are providing such security services. At all times, the personnel

providing servibes under this AGREEMENT shall be acknowledged and deemed to be the sole

employees or personnel of the SHERIFF' and not of ULTRA 4. The SI{ERIFF shall have sole

responsibility for directing the activities of and supervising such personnel and employees. The

SHERIFI is and shall at all times be an independent contractor.

VI. USE OT'VEIIICLES

The COUNTY and the SHERIFF'hereby consent to allow certain Sheriffs vehicles to be



used during functions of the EVENT SECURITY. The SHERIFI' has the sole discretion to

determine the quantity and type of vehicles, which may be used, and when and how the vehicles may

be used.

The SHERIFF shall include on his invoice to ULTRA 4 a charge per hour as delineated in

the financial and operations plan, for each Sheriffs vehicle utilized in providing security services for

IILTRA 4,andULTRA 4 shall pay all such amounts to the SIIERIFT'promptly after receiving the

invoice.

vII. INSURANCE

A. ULTRA 4 POLICY

ULTRA 4 shall maintain limits of General Liability insurance no less than

$1,000,000 combined single limit per occrurence for bodily irjrrry, personal injury

and property damage. If Commercial General Liability Insurance or other form with

a general aggregate limit is used, the general aggregate limit shall be increased to

equal twice the required occrurence limit or revised. Unless otherwise approved by

the COU|ITY, all liability coverage shall be on an."occurrence" basis and not a

"claims made" basis.

ULTRA 4 shall procure the insurance from an insurer having a Best's rating of no

less than A-: VII. The COUNTY, through its Risk Manager, may accept coverage

with cariers having lower Best's Ratings upon review of financial information

concerning ULTRA 4 and the insurance carrier. Prior to commencement of security



services, ULTRA 4 shall provide the SHERIFF with a Certification of Insurance

issued by an authorized representative ofthe liability insurance carrier ofULTRA 4.

B. COUNTY NAMED AS ADDITIONAL INSTJRED

Prior to the commencement providing security services for the ULTR^A. 4, ULTRA

4 shall also provide to the SHERIX'F an endorsement to the General Liability Policy

required by Paragraph o'A' above, which names the COUNTY and all of the

COTINTY'S officers, officials, deputies, employees, agents and volunteers as

additional insured for all periods of time during which deputies maybe employed for

services at any ULTRA 4 function.

ULTRA 4 instnance coverage shall be primary insurance as respects to the county,

it's officers, officials, deputies, emplbyees, agents and volunteers for operations

performed by or on behalf of ULTRA 4. Any insurance or self-insurance

maintained by the coirnty shall be in excess of ULTRA 4 insurance and shall not

contribute with it in any way.

Any failure to cornply with reporting provisions of this policy shall not afflect

coverage provided to the COUNTY, its officers, officials, deputies, employees or

volunteers.

This policy of insurance shall apply separately to each insured against whom claim

is made or suit is brought, except with respect to the limits of the insurer's

liability.



C. TAILURts To PROCURE [it{SUR.d,NCEl [tEMEDlr]s

If ULTRA 4 fails to procure or maintain any ofthe insurance coverages required in

paragraphs "A" or'sB" above, the COUNTYmayeither(l)terminatethisAgreement

or (2) purchase such insurance to cover any damages which the COUNTY may be

liable to pay through any of the operations under this Contract, and ULTRA 4 shall

pay the amount of the premiums for each insurance to the COUNIY upon demand.

The COUNTY'S Risk Manager shall have the power to determine which altemative

to follow and is hereby delegated the power to purchase any insurance policies

pursuant to this paragraph.

Y[I" HOLD HARMLESS, DEtrEFISE AND INDEMNIHCATION

ULTRA 4 agrees to hold harmless, defend, and indemnify the COIINTY, its

officers, officials, agents, employees, deputies and volunteers from and against any loss or

liability, financial or otherwise, rezulting from any claim, demand, suit, action or cause of

action based on bodily injury (including death) or property damage, including propcrty

damage to ULTRA 4's property, arising out of or as a result of the negligent acts, errors, or

omissions of ULTRA 4, its officers, agents, employees, or subcontactors, including the

negligent acts, errors, or omissions of the deputies or other employees and volunteers of the

County undertake or performed at the direction and under the supervision of ULTRA 4.

ULTRA 4 shall have no responsibility or liability for any liabilities, claims, demands,

damages, losses and expenses resulting from the acts, errors and omissions of SHERfX'f,"S

personnel engaged in acts within the scope of their official duties, responsibilities and

authorizations under applicable law or SIIERIFF'S policies and procedures.

In determining the nature of any claim against the COUNTY, its officers, officials,

agents, employees, deputies and/or volunteers, the incident underlying the claim shall

determine the nature of the claim, not withstanding the form ofthe allegations.

This AGREEMENT constitutes the full and complete agreement ofthe parties and

all prior, contemporaneous or subsequent statements; negotiations, promises and

agreements of the parties are merged herein and shall not contradict or modiff the

terms hereof. This AGREEMENT may be executed in one ormore counterparts and

by facsimile signature.



D" Effective Agrcernent

Upon execution by both parties, this AGREEMENT shall be effective

E. Attonney's Fees
